Barnabas and Paul heard thereof, (viz. that they would' 


ſacrifice to them) they rent their clothes, and ran in 


among the people, crying out, and ſaying, Sirs, why do 
ye theſe things? we allo are men of like paſſions with 
you.“ Rev. xix. 10. And 1 fell at his feet (viz. of the 


Angel) to worſhip him: And he ſaid unto me, See thou. 
do it not: I am thy fellow-ſervant, and of- thy brethren

Why do you uſe Images for religious uſe, and pay 1 


adoration to them? Contrary to what is wiitten, Exod. 
xXx. 4, 5, 6. Thou ſhalt not make unto thee any graven 


image, or any likeneſs of any thing that is in heaven above, 


or that is in the earth beneath, or that is in the water un- 
der the earth. Thou ſha't not bow down thyſelf to 
them, nor ſerve them: for I the Lord thy God am a. 


3, jealous God, viſiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the.

that hate me: And ſhewing mercy unto thouſands of 


them that love me, and keep my commandments.” Wote, 
That this is exprefly the Second Commandment of the

Not that which goeth into the 
mouth defileth a man.“ Rom. xiv. 17. For the king- 
dom of God is not. meat and drink, but rightecuineſs, 
and peace, and joy in. the Holy Ghoſt.” 1 Cor. x. 25, 
26, 27. Whatſoever is fold in the ſhambles, that eat, 
aſking no queſtions for conſcience ſake. For the earth is 
the Loid's, and the fulineſs thereof. If any of them 
that believe not, bid you to a feaſt, and ye be diſpoſed 


to go; whatſoever is ſet before you, eat, aſking no quel- _

tions for conſcience ſake. 1 Tim. iv 1, 2, 3, 4, 5. 
Now the Spirit ſpeaketh expreſly, that in the latter 
times ſome ſhall depart from the ſaith, giving heed to ſe- 
ducing ſpirits, and doct,ines of devils; ſpeaking lies in 
hypocriſy, having their conſciezces ſeared with a hot 


iron: forbidding to marry, and to abſtain from meats, 


which God hath created to be received with thankſgiving.

Why do you believe, that, beſides the blood of Jeſus 


Chriſt, there is a Purgatory for the expiation of our 
Sins; and that he, who doth not believe it, ſhall be dam- 
ned? Againſt what is written, 1 John i. 7. If we walk 
in the light, as he is in the light, we have fellowſhip one 
with another, and the blood of Jeſus Chriſt his Son 
cleanſeth us from all fin” Note, That it is not ſaid ab- 
ſolutely, we are cleanſed from fin, but that we are clean- 
ſed from all fin by the blood of Chriſt ; therefore we 
mult believe, that nothing elſe but this blood can wipe 
away the ſtains of our fins. Verſe 9. If we confeſs our 


| fins, he is faithful and juſt to forgive us our fins, and 


to cleanſe us from all unrighteouſneſs. What remains 
then to be purged in him, who is cleanſed, not from 
ſome, but from all iniquity ? 1

Contrary to what is written, Ads iii. 21. Whom the 
heaven muſt receive, until the times of reſtitution of all 
things, which God hath ſpoken by the mouth of all his 
holy prophets fince the world began“ Matt. xxvi. 11. 
Te have the poor always with you, but me ye have not 
always.“ Tohn xvi. 28: I came forth from the Father, 
and am come into the world: again, J leave the world, 
and go-to the Father.” Note, That Jefus Chriſt hath left 


the world, in reſpect of his bodily Preſence ; but as for 


his Spirit, he ſays, in Marr. xxviii. 20. * I am with you 
_ alway, even unto the end of the world.” Luke xxii. # 
20: * And he took bread, and gave thanks, and brake 
_ It, and gave unto them, ſaying, This is my body which 


is given for you: this do' in remembrance of me. Like- 


wife alſo the cup after ſupper, ſaying, This cup is the 
new teſtament in my blood, which is ſhed for you.” Note, 


Our Saviour does not ſay, Let this bread be changed, or 5 


tranſubſtantiated, into my body, or this cup into my 
blood. 1 Cor. xi. 26. For as often as ye eat this bread, | 
and drink this cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's death till be 
come.“ Note, That, after Conſecration, he calls it this 
bread, and this cup. Note alſo, That figurative expreſ- 


ſions are common in Scripture, wherein the name of the 


Thing ſignified is given to the Sign, as in Fobn x. 9. our 


Saviour ſays, © I am the door.“ John xv. 1. I am the 


true vine.” But you will allow he is no real Door, nor 
a real Vine. John vi. 53. * Verily, verily, J ſay unto 
you, Except ye eat the fleſh of the Son of man, and 
drink his blood, ye have no life in you.“ Which ſee to 
verſe the 62d, where he ſays, (upon the Diſciples mur- 
muring at what he ſaid) What and if ye ſhall ſee the 
Son of man aſcend up where he was before? Verſe 63. 
© It is the ſpirit that quickneth, the fleſh profiteth no- 
thing: the words that I ſpeak unto you, they are ſpirit, 
and they are life. e

\ Why do you take away the Cup from the people? 


| Contrary to what is written, Matt. xxvi. 27, 28, 29, 
And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and gave it to 
them, ſaying, Drink ye all of it: For this is my blood of 
the new teſtament, which is ſhed for many for the remiſ- 
ſion of fins. But I fay unto you, I will not drink hence- 
forth of this fruit of the vine, until that day when I 
drink it new with you in my Father's kingdom.” MNote, 
That he calls it, this Fruit of the Vine, after Conſecra- 
tion, and not this Blood: And note alſo, That Jeſus 
_ Chriſt ſaid, © Drink ye all of it: So it is expreſly obſer- 
ved, that the Apoſtles (who were not there at the Sup- 


per in the quality of Apoſtles, but in the quality of the 


Flock with Jeſus Chriſt, who did the office of a Paſtor) 


drank of it ſeparately and diſtinctly, as it was given. 
Therefore, I know no reaſon why the People ſhould be 


deprived of the Uſe of the Cup.
